XccoraMng to the Interviews obtain- 


ed today by a TRIBUNE reporter with 
thn heads of the. railroad unions and 
the union members, there will a de- 
mand made upon the Southern Pacific 
within the next 
thirty 
flays for in- 


creased wages which will effect up- 
ward of thirty thousand of 
its em- 


ployes. 


Both the men and union officials are 


loath to speak of their plans and pur- 
poses. 
They say that a premature 


publication of their demands and the 
methods of procedure may defeat the 
purpose they have in view. 


For that reason, they would rather 


not talk, but when pressed to cither 
confirm or deny the published state- 
ments thajt a concerted demand was 
tbeing made, not only upon the South- 
ern Pacific Company, but upon twenty- 
two other railroads west of Chicago 
for increased wages, it was admitted 
that such was the case. 


UNION MEMBERSHIP. 


During tire last six months the mem- 


bership of one union organization alone 
has increased over one hundred per 
cent. That organization is the United 
Brotherhood 
of 
Railway Employes. 


Six months ago there were on!;- 8,000 
members of that organization in the 
employ of the Southern Pacific system. 
Today there are 
over 16,000 members. 


This membership does not include the 
thousands of railroad men employed 
on the twenty-two other roads, which 
fl.re involved in the present movement. 


In Sacramento the U. B. R. E. has a 


membership of 500. San Francisco has 
1.000 
and Oakland 250. 
Each of the 


seven divisions is well represented in 
the order. 


The United Brotherhood does not in- 


clude all of the 
organization. 
The 


engineers, conductors brakemen, switch 
men. firemen, 
boilermakers, carmen, 


machinists and bridgemen all have sep- 
arate organizations, but all are eligi- 
ble to mpmbor.sb.ip in the Brotherhood. 


It is estimated that before the first 


j of the year that on the Southern Pacific 
system alone there will be 25,000 mem- 


[ bers. 


IN CALIFORNIA. 


In the State of California there are 


14,000 employes of the various roads 
who belong to unions. 
It is said that 


j these men are standing with each oth- 


I er, as well as by the organizations in 
the Eastern States.

All of the 14,000 men 
in California 


j either have demanded or will demand 
increased wages of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company.

CAUSE OF DEMANDS.

The cause of the 
demands 
being 


j made, briefly stated, is the increased 


i cost of living. 
The men claim that 


j they are paying thirty to forty per cent 


more for house rent and the 
neces- 


j saries of life. 
Their wages, they say, 


; have not been increased proportion- 


I ately and that it .s harder to support 
a family now than it was four years 
ago. 


They also recite that all the railroads 


are doing from one-fourth to one-third 
more business now than .formerly and 
that their profits are .correspondingly 
larger.

The third reason assigned by 
the i 


men for wanting better wages is that 
owing to the heavier equipment' in use 
by nearly all the railroads the train \ 
crews and 
all 
employes 
connected! 


with this department are compelled to 
do more work than formerly. 


To make good their assertions that | 


the cost of living is higher and that i 
the railroads are making more money 
than ever before the Executive Com- 
mittees appointed over a year ago have 
compiled

ARE OPENED 


TTILKESBARRE. Pa.. Oct. 23.—Re- 


ports from the entire anthracite region 
show that about sixty-seven per cent 
of the mines are in operation today. 
The collieries in the Lackawanna re- 
gion are in better shape for working 
than those in any other part of the 
•region. The collieries in the Wyoming 
region with small exceptions are in good 
shape being free from gas and water, 
but the large mines are still hampered 
by water. 
The same condition of af- 


fairs exists in the Lehigh region. 


In the Schuylkill 
region the large 


mines are reported to be in better con- 
dition for work than was expected. 


All the mnies in operation were short 
In their normal output today, but it 
Is expected that by tomorrow almost 
the full output will be reached. 
After 
such a long spell of idleness the miners 
and laborers are "soft," and not ca- 
pable of doing as hard a days work as 
when they were "seasoned." 
Reports are coming in from all over 
the mining region that many engineers, 
firemen, pumpmen, 
carpenters 
and 


laborers have failed to get their places 
back. 
The old employes are faring 


better with the individual companies 
than with the larce companies. A del-

ONLY TWO OPENS. 


HAZELTO.V. Pa., Oct. 23.—Only two 


of the twenty-eight collieries in the 
Hazel ton district __resumed operations 


I today. Those operating are the Hazel 
mines, breaker of the Lehigh Valley 


1 Coal Company, and the Upper Lenigb 
mine of the Upper Lehigh Coal Com- 
pany. The Lehigh 
company expects 
later in the day to start up its Yorktown 
and Hazelton shaft mines with about 
half the usual force of men.

of high water or other conditions, it 
will probably be .a week before the 
others start, though some are sure to 
resume before the end of the week.

TEST OF STRENGTH. 


Three months ago the machinists and 


boilermakers^-on all the divisions 
of 


the Southern Pacific Company made a 
test of strength 
by demanding 
ap- 


proximately an increase of twenty per 
cent in wages'! together 
with 
minor 


concessions. 


The machinists obtained the minor 


concessions, which included seven hoU 
idays per year, and a time and a half 
for over work or for work on holi- 
days. They were not granted an in- 
crease. 


The boilermakers did not fare 
so 


well. They asked that the 
Southern 


Pacific Company adopt a uniform scale 
of wages all over its divisions and that 
the scale be increased by twenty per 
cent. 
Neither 
of these 
concessions 


were granted. 


OTHER- DEMANDS. 


The Brotherhood, of Railroad 
Em- 


ployes, comprising about 8,000 mem- 
bers, a month later submitted demands 
to the head officials, but no action was 
taken on the petition of the men. This 
was due, the men say, to the fact that 
the petition was irregularly presented 
to the company officials, in that, that 
it should have gone to the heads of 
the departments immediately 
above 


the men and not to the head officials 
direct. 


The switchmen, bridgemen and car- 


men also made demands which have 
not been acted upon. The men con- 
sider that the demands already made 
in the. light of a test 
of 
strength. 


While the Southern Pacific Company 
has been'very cautious and consider- 
ate, it has been unmovable 
on 
the 


proposition of increased wages, stat- 
ing that the men under its 
employ 


were receiving better wages than on 
any other railroad 
in 
the 
United 


States.

concerned on the Southern Pacific lines 
alone is estimated at 30,000, 


WANT NO STRIKE. 


The men have no desire to strike. 


They consider that the company owes 
them better wages and are asking for 
it. It is pointed out that the boiler- 
makers when they were refused an in- 
crease of wages made no effort 
to 


strike. The boilermakers have the rep- 
utation of being the strongest of all 
the unions and could probably compel! 
the railroads to come to terms. 
The 


reason of this assertion is that a boil- 
ermaker is a highly skilled mechanic, 
possessing special knowledge which or- 
dinary mechanics do not have. It would 
be a difficult matter to secure compe- 
tent men to take their places. 


A member of the Executive Commit- 


tee of the Engineers' Union, who re- 
quests his name be %vithheld for obvious 
reasons, in summing up the situation 
said: 


"It has not been known generally 


that th'e demands of the engineers have 
been put in. We haye tried to keep 
our movements secrejt as we believe 
that method is more apt to produce re- 
sults. 
We are asking that the scale 


of wages be raised approximately one- 
fourth. The schedule of wages asked 
is $5 for every 100 miles, on 95 ton en- 
gines. The minimum will be $4. We are 
receiving now from $3.50 to $4 for every 
one hundred miles. 


"There is no disposition on the part 


of the Committee or the other men to 
bring about a strike. In fact it cannot 
be done -without very mature deliber- 
ation. The rules and regulations of the 
Engineers' Union, for instance, provides 
a method of declaring a strike, which 
takes that power out of the hands of 
a few. The engineers on one division 
have not the power to declare a strike. 
If a few hot-headed men thought their 
grievance sufficient for a strike they 
would have no power to declare one, 
but would have to submit the whole 
question 
to 
the State organization, 


which in turn, would pass it with rec- 
ommendations, to the National Exe- 
cutive Committee, where it would be 
finally 
passed upon. Under thse re- 


strictions it would be very hard to pre- 
cipitate a strike, and there Is no

Frank 
Angelf of Stanford University in re- 
gard to the list of football players sub- 
mitted by the Berkeley men as being 
eligible to play in the intercollegiate 
game with Stanford on November 8. 


The Stanford representative has pro- 


tested against Warren Smith, Califor- 
nia's famous 
half-back, and 
W. S. 


Johnston, the freshman player. 


The charge against Smith is that of 


professionalism. 
Smith coached 
the 


University of Oregon team last fall, for 
which he received $400 for expenses. 
This amount 
being received 
for ex- 


penses does not make Smith a profes- 
sional. But the Stanford players claim 
that it was not for expenses, but that 
it was received as a salary. 
It is on 


this ground that they have protested 
Berkeley's bucking half. 


Earlier in the season Smith appeared 


before the Pacific Athletic Association 
and presented affidavits to show that 
he received no salary for coaching the 
Oregon team. His case was thorough- 
ly investigated at that time and he was 
completely vindicated and given full 
amateur standing. 


Stanford claims that the intercol- 


legiate game is not governed by the 
Pacific Athletic Association and that 
the Cardinal has a right to protest the 
Blue and Gold player. 


Warren Smith is one of the strong- j 


est men on the California 'varsity and 
his removal will materially effect the I 
score on November 8. 
Berkeley will 


insist that he be allowed to play. The 
matter, will be referred to the Univer- 
sity Club, which is composed of alumni

THEY PBOViDE FO? A 


MILITARY EVACUATION 


PARIS, Oct. 23.—From authoritative 


sources the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press has learned that France, 
Great Britain and Germany have conclud- 
ed an agreement providing for the mili- 
tary evacuation, of Shanghai by their 
forces. 
The 
negotiations have 
also 


brought about an important extension of 
the open door policy as urged by Secre- 
tary Hay. 
The agreement affects not 


only* Shanghai, but the entire Tang Tse 
Kiang valley, which t"be powers are seek- 
ing to develop for commercial'purposes. 
The date'of the evacuation Is stiir op«n, 
but a leading-official of the Foreign Of- 
fice expressed tha belief that It will un- 
doubtedly be accomplished by January 1. 
About 1,200 troops will participate In the 
evacuation. 


The big Republican meeting at the

ing but one tank, and handling 300 
boxes of tomatoes a day. Next year 
they will have completed three tanks 
anci will be able to handle 1,000 boxes 
a day with more than double the pres- 
ent number of employes.
